After the reading and confirming of 
the previous meeting’s minutes, the 
cemetery question was again introduc- 
ed and a motion was passed authoriz- 
ing te town solicitor to amend the 
transfer to include Blocks A and B. 
The auditor’s report for the year 


was then presented and was adopted 
on the unanimous vote of council. 
° Wm. Henderson, returning officer, 


appointed for the nominations and

municipal election, reported to council 
Stating that as: there had been only 
one candidate in the field for Mayor, 
he had declared B. J. Bott elected by 
acclamation. There were three va- 
cancies in the council, and as the re- 
‘tiring councillors were the only ones 
‘nominated, heralso declared Messrs. 
Lydiatt, Lavelle and Howard elected 
by acclamation. 

On motion of Councillors Oates and 
Lavelle the clerk was instructed Lo in- 
form all employees that in future they 
must not purchase any goods for their 
different departments without first re- 
ceiving a requisition from the secre- 
tary. 

H. W. Harper waited on the council 
and asked that the council allow the 
rink committee to have water free for 
use in the skating rink. On motion 
of Councillors Oates and Broughton; . 
this request was granted. - 

Instructions were given to have the 
telephone moved from ex-engineer 
Askwith’s house to the home of J. 
Kitchen. 

The question of purchasing a team 
of horses for work on the hose wagon 
was introduced and was referred to 
the fire committee with instructions 
to investigate and report at next mcet- 
ing. 

Some accounts were presented by 
the finance committee, and with one 
exception were ordered paid. The ex- 
ception was an item-for repair on the 
scavenger’s wagon. This was referred 
to the Board of Health.

Gets Cool Reception 


The weather last evening was very4— 
chilly but it was not altogether re- | 
sponsible for the cool reception which 
Mr. Reilly got at his meeting in the 
Empress theatre. About sixty peo- 
ple were on hand when the meeting 
opened but several went out before 
the speaker had finished. 

Mr. Reilly started off With a severe 
criticism of the Conservative adminis- 
tration but when Private Everett 
drew his attention to the fact that 
the Conservative government had 
gone out of power on the 12th of Oc- 
tober ‘last and that it was a union 
government which was .now asking 
for the support of the electors, he 
brought forth such a hearty applause 
from the audience that Mr. Reilly de- 
cided to change his line of argumen%. 
He then took up the question of food 
supply and expressed the opinion that 
food was more badly needed by the 
Empire and her allies than men, and 
that Canada would be doing her duty 
just as well by staying at home and 
raising wheat as by going to the front. 
His object in introducing this line 
was to find fault with the military 
service act as it was taking farmers 
off the land. Mr. Reilly did not tell 

audience, however, that. the .min- 
ister of militia in the union govern- 
ment had issued a declaration in 
which he stated that not one single 
boni fide farmer would be conscripted 
under the act, and that even if the 
tribunals did put them in the differ- 
ent classes subject to be called for 
service he would give every farmer or 
farmer’s son an honorable discharge. 

As the gathering was fully ninety- 
five per cent in favor of union govern- 
ment no enthusism was displayed at 
any of the speaker’s remarks except 
when he referred to the present as 
being a time for a united front.

It is the part 
that the province of Quebec is 
and always has been playing in 
the political life of the country 
ever since the days of McDonald 
and Blake. This is a question 
that should be faced farely and 
squarely now and settled for all 
time to come. Those who have 
studied Canadian history look 
back with unhappy thought on 
the manner in: which both polit- 
ical parties have in the past been 
toddying to the Quebec vote and 


treating them very much as a 
fond parent treats a _ spoiled 
child by holding a stick of candy 
in front of them and promising 
them a lick if they'll only be 
good and do what they are told. 
Becaiise of this habit of tickling 
Quebec under the chin to keep it 
from crying, Canadian _politic- 
ians got the idea that just as the 
United States had to have New 
York to win the presidency 80 
had Canada to have Quebec to 
win an election. But just as the 
United States found in the last 
election that it could elect a 
president without New York so 
did Canada find in the last par- 
liament that it could do business 
without the support of a solid 


Quebec. Until the announce- 
ment of another general election 
it looked as though Quebec was 
getting away from the flock of 
sheep way of voting, and that its 
people were going to think and 
act and vote’ as individuals, but 
now Bourassa and Laurier and 
their followers—because they 
think they have a little bigger 
piece of candy and a little heal- 
thier chuck under the chin for 
their compatriots than the other 
fellows—are attempting to 
throw the whole Dominion back 
another fifty years and again 
place it at the’ mercy of the 
whims of one particular prov- 
ince, 

At his meeting at the Empress 
theatre here last -evening Mr. 
Reilly, in effect, advised his 

“ hearers to continue the habit of 
feeding Quebec on sugar plums 
and endearing ~ chin tickling 
rather than treating them like 
all other provinces in Canada, 
We do not believe in that sort of 
thing. We believe in the slogan 
on Mr, Reilly’s bills: “Let the 
People Rule” and not in his “Let 
Quebec Rule,” attitude. 

It ceretainly is a big mistake 
to allow any one province to hold 
the balance of power and now is 
our time to act,
